Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Christopher Bennett on January 04, 201 1 . 
The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 37, line 1 delete "The photolithography photosensitive paste" and insert 
- - The method for forming a thick film pattern - - in its place. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Ikeda et al. (JP 05-204151) teach a photosensitive paste composition wherein a 
monomer may be comprised in an amount of 300 parts by weight to 50 parts by weight 
of a polymer binder. 

Ikeda et al. teach away from having a higher amount of monomer / higher ratio 
monomer/(monomer + polymer) (par.0028). 

There are no prior art teachings that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art 
to modify Ikeda et al. and obtain the photosensitive paste of claims 20 and 31 of the 
instant application.
